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I, Curtis Robison, residing at 88 W Market St, Tiffin, OH 44883, as an individual and as 
a holder of an amateur station license KC8PUY wish to make my comments to this rule 
making proposal that is currently before the Federal Communications Commission for 
consideration.

3) This proposal continues to preserve the mistaken idea that morse code is 
something other than just a mode of operation.
